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ARTIFICIAL HATCHING. 


Axford’s Incubator. An Ingenious De- 
vies for Incubating Eggs—its Suc- 
cessful Application Near Reno. 


To many readers the application ef 
sticntific methods, and the resulte 
therefrom, are of special interest, and 
the GazeTTE presumes that even as 
homely a subject as a practical scien- 
tific methed of incubating hens’ eggs 
may serve the purpose of information 
and interest. A reporter in a leisure 
hour visited the Fairview Poultry 
Yards, near Reno, and thoroughly in- 
spected a process, the most complete 
and systematic of anything ef the kind 
in the United States. 


AXFORD'S INCUBATOR 


consists of a large drum, or circular 
box, five feet in diameter and eight- 
teen inches bigh. The walls are deuble, 
the inner one resting on a turn table 


en the bottom of which are ten egg 
trays, which latter are in the shape of 
flat spherical triangles that may be re- 
moved at pleasure. Fresh air is sup- 
pliei through holes in the bettom of 
the drum, and heat is furnished ever 
the top of the eggs through a pipe 
lea ling from an air heating chamber. 
Three-fourths of an inch of sand 
covers the bottom of each tray, 
and is kept moist by an oc- 
casional shrinking with warm water. 
The heater is a large iron cylinder, 
inside of which are a number of flues, 
thus affording in a chamber three feet 
high and eighteen in diameter, 5 000 
uare inches of heatisg surface. 
eat is generated by a coal oil lamp 
with a five inch wick, the oil smoxe 
being carried off by a waste pipe. 
ELECTRIC GAUGE. 

But the device for regulating the 
necessary heat, 10314 degs. F., is the 
most ingenious of the entire process. 
It is called the electric adjustable 
gauge, aud may be thts described: 
An eight eunce bottle nearly fall of 


mercury and sealed at the top with 


plaster ef paris, into which is inserted 
two knobs for the attachment of two 
wires from a battery jar. The jar is 
placed near the box. The wire which 
is attached to the zinc in the jar ex- 
tends through the top of the box to a 
plaiinum wire, which latter runs 
through a rubber screw in the top of 
the bottle. This screw is turned un- 
til connection is established with the 


mercury, when the temperature in 


the incubating box is 10344 deg. The 
other wire connects with the copper 
in tie battery jar, and, passing through 
acommon electric instrument, is at- 
tached to one of the knobs in the top 
of the mercury bottle. The armature 
of the electric instrument opens or 
closes by a wire spring the valve in 
the hot air pipe This pipe, it will 
be remembered, allows the passage of 
the het air from the heat generator in- 
to the large box. When the heat in 
the box is a half degree over the nor- 
mal temperature the electric circle is 
formed and the valve shuts off the 
heat, but as soon as the temperature 
falls to 103 deg. in the box the con- 
rection between the wire and the mer- 
cury is broken; there is no longer an 
operating current,and the valve opens, 
thus allowing the free sage of the 
heated air into the incubator, As an 
additional precaution, however, and 
alse to determine how far the rubber 
screw of the mercury bottle must be 
turned, two common thermometers 
are kept in the incubation box. 


MODUS OPERANDI. 


So much for the apparatus. Now 
for the mode of operation. Fifty eggs 
are placed on the moist hot sand in 
the egg trays, and the heat applied as 
in nature, over the top of the eggs. 
Every eight hours fer ten days each 
egg is ence turned. By this time em- 
bryotic circulation is established, and 
the egg need not be turned but ence a 
day until the yeung chick breaks from 
its prison. Of course the egys are not 
kept during the 19 to 21 days required 
for hatching at 1034¢ deg. Each day 
they are ex to the open air for 
ashorttime. This is when the incu- 
bator gets off her nest. Just here we 
may ia late. The supply of coal 
oil burned te generate heat is regulat- 
ed to the wick in a similar manner as 
in the Argand or student’s lamp. To 
note the pregress of embryotic devel- 
opment, the egg is taken from a tray 
and exposed in a small aperature 
through which light is admitted into 
adark room. After the embryo 1 
nearly completely formed the light 
will not show life in theegg. The 

may then be placed in warm water 
and if the embrye is alive it will wab- 


ble; otherwise, the egg will remain 
stationary in the water. When the

The food required at first is compos- 
ed of vegetable and animal matter.

An- 
other advantage is, that the young are 
never troubled by chicken lice, the 
gapes, et., as are many chicklings 
raised by the hen. The outside cost 
of raisiog chickens ready for the mar- 
ket by the above apparently cempli- 
cated precess, is abeut 20 cents each.
